“ With the approval of. the President of the United States, Count 
von Bernstorff, the German Ambassador in Washington, has sent a 
special agent to Berlin to.discuss the American view of the Lusitania 
tragedy with the German Government. 

“The agent is Meyer Gerhard. He sailed today for Dénmark. It 
is not believed that his voyage will bé interfered with. Mr. Gerhard’s 
connection with the great question between the United States and Ger- 
many has been guarded with the utmost secrecy. It leaked ‘out only 
when inquiries were made regarding his departure in stichi'a- hurry. Mr. 
Gerhard himself could not be seen. 

“The suggestion that Mr. Gerhard go to Berlin was made by Count 
von Bernstorff to the President at the White House conférence on 
Wednesday. The Ambassador described to the President the difficulties 
he experienced in transmitting information to his. Government. - He 
cannot use the cables, which are in the possession of the Allies. So far 
as wireless is concerned, conditions make it almost impossible to send 
anything but the briefest dispatches. As a result, Germany is not 
well informed in regard tothe ‘reasons controlling the policy ‘of the 
Administration or the state-of public sentiment... If his. Government 
were adequately informed the Ambassador is confident that it would 
look at the demands of*thé United States in a-different. fashion.

GERMANS RESCUE OTHERS 


Take Them Aboard Undersea Craft 
—Norwegian Ship Sunk In 
New ade Field. 


LONDON, Friday, June 4.—Two Welsh 
trawlers have been sunk by German 
submarines—the Hiorld of Cardiff and 
the Victoria of Milford. .The Hiorld- was 
sent to the bottom about 150 miles south- 
west of Lundy Island, and the Victoria 
135 miles from St. Ann's Head. Several 
men on board the Victoria were killed by’ 
shelis: from the submarine. The -re- 
mainder of the ship’s company and the 
crew of the Hiorld have landed at Mil-f 
ford. : 

Huddlestone, a, member of the crew of 
the Victoria, who was seriously injured, 
said the submarine, the U-34, about 5 

o'clock on Tuesday ‘evening, when the 
Victoria was 135 miles. off St. Ann’s 
Head, fired at the trawler. The men on 
board heard the shot. but thought it 
came from a patrol boat which was en- 
gaged with a submarine. Then a shot 
came and smashed a small boat, and the 
crew ‘realized that the submarine was 
after the trawler. A boy of thirteen was 
put on the bridge and the members of 
the crew proceeded to lash a liferaft to- 
gether for use in case of necessity. 

Another shot, according to Gua dle- 
stone, struck the bridge, killing the boy. 
Then the skipper went forward and was 
talking-to a miember of the crew,. when 
a shell came and killed. both of .them. 
Huddlestone says‘that he was taking a 
cup of water to a wounded man. when 
@ piece of a shrapnel struck him on the 
arm and h and still another shell 
blew off the legs of the mate of the 
\ship and injured two other men, b 
ing Poth lege of one of them: 

he men then scrambled upon the raft 
and the submarine coming up pulled 
them on near. The officer of the 
submarine, cording to Huddlestone, 
told them ‘that “t they had stopped they 
would not have been fired on. The 
fishermen were kept aboard the subma- 
rine all nignt and the following morning 
were put aboard a small boat belonging 
to.

ITALY FAITHFUL TO TREATY 





Never. Disgulsed Views on Ally’s Ag- 
Gression—Entered War to. Safe- 
'. guard Nation’s Vital Interests. 





“ROME, June: 2,:(via Paris, June -3:)— 
““We-entered this, the greatest ‘war in 
history, to:'safeguard the highest and 
most ancient aspirations, the most vital 
ifiterests of our country,” was the. déc- 
laration of Premier Salandra in an ad- 
‘dress at the meeting held here today to 
make, plans for the relief of persons in 
civil life who may. be made needy as 
the result of the war. , 
‘War imposes dutiés not only upon 
the .combatants, but also upon thosé 
who’ remain at home,’’ continued the 
Premier, ‘‘ and they must see that the 
national life is not interrupted: Ital- 
jans of all classes -nust not only have 


our cause and the sanctity of our war.’”’ 

Premier Salandta then reviewed the 
diplomatic events leading up to the 
conflict from the time of the assassina- 
tion. of Archduke Francis Ferdinand. 
Italy’s former allies, he declared, had 
no right to say Italy betrayed them, for 
she _néver disguised her Views on Aus- 
trian aggression against Serbia.and its 
consequences. . In support of his argu- 
ment he read a dispatch to the Duke of 
Avarna, Ambassador to Austria, sent 
him on July 25, 1914, by, the Marquis 
San Giuliano, the late Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, detailing an interview he 
had.with Signor Salandra and Hans von 
Flotow, then German Ambassador’ to 


Italy. 

During this-interview, the speaker de- 
clared, he and .Marquis San: Giuliano 
pointed out to Herr von Flotow that 
Austria, by the terms of the Triple Al- 
liance treaty, had no right to take the 
step she had taken at Belgrade without 
previa coming to an agreement with 

er allies, and that Austria's. action 
clearly showed she desired to provoke 
war.. The Italian statesman. therefore 
informed the German Anmibassador, the 
Premier said, that under. the circum- 
stances Italy was. not obliged to help 
Austria-if the. latter nation found: her- 
self. at war with Russia in consequence 
of an act of abpretaion.

7- and 28, 1914, the Italian Government 
raised “in, clear terms the question. of 
the cession to Italy of the. so-called 
Italian: provinces held by Austria, both 
at Vienna.and Berlin.

CHILDREN SEE SUICIDE LEAP 


Mrs. Berlet Tries to End Life by 
Jumping Into Reservoir. 


Several children at play at 6:30 last

G-1, commanded by Lieutenant Joseph

of the staff of Admiral Fletcher on 
board, went down to 4 depth of sixty feet 
in Narragansett Bay today for a series 
of submergence and torpedo-firing tests.

The battleships of the Atlantic Fleet, 
with destroyers ahd some of the smaller 
submarines, the latter guarding harbor 
entrances, will engage in _ strategical 
manoeuvres here, beginning July 10, the 
exact nature of which has not yet been 
disclosed. It is understood the plans 
were devised by Admiral Fletcher and 
his division commanders, Rear Admirals 
Mayo, Boush, Coffman, and McLean.

‘* We have seen the battle cruiser, the 
scout, the submarine, the airship, the 
aeroplane, and the mine being developed 
by foreign nations into effective instru- 
ments of war, while their officers and 
men have been efficiently. trained in their 
use and tactics; but we have not devel- 
oped them into effective instruments of 
war ourselves; and therefore our of- 
ficers and men have not been efficiently 
trained in their use and tactics. 

. “We have observed the formation of 
great organizations of highly trained re- 
serves, but have gotten none ourselves 
worthy of the name. We have ‘admir- 
ingly noted the wonderful work of the 
General Staffs, but have provided no 
General Staff or similar agency ourselves, 
though the recent creation of the office 
of Chief of Naval Operations is a step 
in that direction—that should have been 
taken fifteen years ago.’ We haye no 
tested war plans, as all naval officers 
know; American and foreign; no tested 
organization for war, no proper system 
of-communications, no tested mobiliza- 
tion scheme. 

‘As to gunnery, the news that keeps 
coming in of achievements in long range 








| During. the ‘laborious -hours of 


firing by European ships shows us that 
—while we are as good in gunnery as we 
have. ever been-—-our competitors have 
accomplished feats greater than any that 
we have even attempted. 


The Value of Criticism. 


“This is destructive criticism, some 
may. say. True, but has destructive crit- 
icism no constructive value? Yes, be- 
cause until destructive criticism points 
out. faults, constructiveness will not: be 
used, and remedies wil] not be applied. 
repara- 
tion no criticism can. be too keen, nb 
searching out of faults too stern, no 
acknowledgment of deficiencies too 
frank.. When the time for action comes 
a buoyant optimism will stimulate cour- 
age-and spur exertion; but until that 
time arrives ‘optimism and self-satisfac- 
tion work in the interests of the enemy. 

** And let us be on our ard—not 
against sentiment, but against using 
sentiment for purposes for which reagon 
is required. t us realize that, while 
sentiment and reason are the principal 
things that govern the doings of men, we 
must. not use one in the other's place. 
Let us not use reason, for instance, to 
decide . whether. we.ghall be true or 
traitorous to our cause; and let us not 
‘use sentiment to determine quantitative 
questions of the national defense. 

‘** In our country, and toward our navy, 
the sentiment is all that the most patri- 
otic man could wish. - Therefore, let us 
realize that sentiment can do little more, 
and that it is from reason only we can 
get salvation. Although the country’s 
sentiment is behind the country’s navy 
yet that navy itself is not a matter of 
sentiment, but a matter of fact. Have 
we or have We not a navy of such com- 
position, organization, size, and skill, 
that it could successfully resist a prob- 
able enemy in war? . 

‘If ‘No’ is the answer, then the rea- 
son and. the money of 100,000,000 people 
must work upon the navy unfil ‘No’ 
gives place to ‘ Yes.’ The 000,000 
people of the country, if they will pre- 
vent their own undoing, must build a 
navy that can keép her. coasts inviolate; 
a navy that can antee fréedom from 
interference, while the nation works out 
its destiny ;.a navy that can further the 
aspirations of America and ‘safeguard 
the happiness of her people.’’ 

Secretary Daniels was the first speaker 
responding to the toast of ‘‘ The Presi- 
dent.” e included President Wilson 
among three Presidents who stand high- 
est in ‘‘the divine quality of patience, 
joined with firmness.’’ The other two 
were Lincoln and McKinley.

“The United States District Court 
has decided that the ‘Government's 
Prosecution of the Steel Corporation 
hag shown no infraction: of the Sher- 
Man anti-trust law. The corporation 
has wronged neithér the public. nor 
its competitors, either by intent of 
Organization or by acts complained 
of by Government. Competition is as 
free .as the law requires, and in the 
‘hature of things there ¢an be no 
monopoly of the trade. The. test of 
moriopoly is not the size of that which 
is. acqitired, but the trade power of 
what ts not acquired, and the trust’s 
eempetitors have grown more.than the 
trust itself. It is affirmatively found 
that the trust got no rebates from 
Tenwey~ The only point of criticism 
is regarding price regulations,. which 
were stopped before the Government 
complained, and, therefore, are not 

“Within the prosecution. 
The decision alters nothing. It 
‘merely leaves matters where they 
were. But that is all that was neces- 
sary to.remove the terrors of the law 
against those whose business methods 
@re commendable. The decision was

THE REICHSTAG. DEFINED. 

In England, asin America, a somes 
what. hazy notion preyails in the pop- 
ular mind as to the function and pow- 
er ‘of ‘the’ German Reichstag... The 
fact that the members of this body 

elected “by universal suffrage 
and ballot" gives a: misleading idea 
of its democratic ‘character. It is 
common to -hear comment on ‘the 
progf it furnishes, of .a democratic 
principle existing in the government 
lot the German Pmpire. despite .the 
autocratic regulation of the affairs 
ofthe realm. 

A’ recently published’ pamphiet by 
Ernest Barker, entitled “The Sub- 
“merged Nationalities of the German 
“Empire,” and issuing from the Clar- 
endon Press, Oxford, contains a chap- 
ter especially designed to correct this 
misconception. Mr. Barkur says: 


‘The Reichstag ‘cannot control the 
Empire. The Empire is a federation 
of State Governments;jand it is the 
Federal Council, consisting.of repre- 
sentatives appointed and instructed by 
the Governments of the States, which 
controls the Empire, The Reichstag, a 
popular body, -elected by direct. and 

universal suffrage, has one real 
power: it votes the federal taxes. 
Unfortunately it is split into so many 
groups that the Government, if only it 
makes concessions enough to different 
groups to form a majority, need never 
despair of gaining the taxes it needs. 
The Reichstag does not control the 
federal administration; the Imperial 
Chancellor,- who is its head, and who 
presides in’ the Federal Council, is 
nominated by. and responsible to the 
Emperor. The Reichstag may pass 
votes of censure on the Chancellor; 
they do not nece&sarily affect his posi- 
tion. Dr. voN BrTHMANN-HOLLWSG was 
as firm,in his seat after 1913-as he was 
before.. Nor does the Reichstag really 
control .legislation. Important meas- 
ures are prepared by the Chancellor 
and the Federal Council; and the 
measures proposed by the Reichstag 
have. to receive the approval of the 
Federal Council in order to become 
law. On the whole, the Reichstag is a 
debating ‘body, which Gan cause the 
Government ‘inconvenience by its con- 
trol of supplies, but otherwise can do 
little more than indulge in innocuous 
expressions of opinion. This. :aust 
remain the case as long as Germany 
remains a federation of State Govern- 
ments, ‘There cannot be any parlia- 
mentary sovereignty exercised by the 
Reichstag. while .the Government of 
Germany ‘depends on the will of the 
majority of State Governments as ex- 
pressed by their representatives in the 
Federal Council. In any case, the 
Reichstag cannot control Prussia... On 
the contrary, Prussia controls the Em- 
pire. The rest of the Empire put to- 
gether is not much more than half the 


German Emperor; the Prussian Prime 
Minister is Imperial Chancellor; the 
Prussian Army, except for the armies 
of Bavaria, Saxony, and Wiirttemberg, 
is the German Army, ‘‘ The Empire,” 
William I. once said, “‘ is just simply 
an extended Prussia.’ “The saying is, 
perhaps, an exaggeration, . Prussia, 
for instance, has less than half the 
seats in the Federal Council. Yet,. in 
the last resort, the: saying is true.

people in the town or in the adjacent 
districts, had executed a number of 
these hostages, their action could prop- 
erly have been paralleled with that of 
the German commanders at Louvain; 
Aerschot, Termonde, and other Belgian 
towns.. The mere reference: to the 
methods under which these towns in. the 
South were occupled shows the futility 
of the statement that American troops 
were behaving at that time as the Ger- 
man armies are today. I myself had 
occasion, in the Valley of Virginia, act- 
ing under instructions, to save houses 
from being destroyed when the adjacent 
barns,. filled with forage, were burned; 
but in three. years. of service I never 
knew of an officer being called upon to 
protect a woman against mistreatment 
by our soldiers. 

Professor Henderson has had the op- 
portunity of reading the evidence that 
has been so carefully analyzed and so 
temperately presented in the official re- 
port by the commission in Paris, in the 
pamphlet of Bédier, in which are given 
in fac simile the original German docu- 
ments, and the conclusive summary of 
deeds that can only be classed as 
damnable, which has been brought to- 
gether by the committee working under 
the direction of Lord Bryce, a man 
whose words carry weight throughout 
the world. No such indictment has been 
presénted against a State calling itself 
civilized since the time of the invasion 
of the Palatinate, under thé equally bar- 
barous instructions given by Louis XIV. 
An American holding a professor's 
chair in one of our great institutions 
ought not to permit himself, in speaking 
of the devastation. of the civil war as 
comparable .with these deeds in »Bel- 
gium, ‘to traduce the reputation of the 
American volunteer armies.
